They point 
out that the Constitution prohibits 
the residents of the District of t 
Columbia, from voting, As I travel 
about the country. 1 find a strong , 
and growing feeling on this franch- . 
ise question. More and more people 
believe that unemployment will be 
solved only as it becomes a dis- ! 
grace not to work in some capacity. : 
One Vote Per City 
I can't go so far as to believe we 
should disfranchise anyone. But, I 
do believe that we must adopt the 
Unit Voting System on state and 
national matters. 
Each citizen 
should directly vote for the offici­ 
als of his own town or city as he 
does now. In state and national 
elections, he ever, a city or town 
anould have only one vote, as a 
man has only one vote irrespec­ 
tive of his wealth, as a Congress­ 
ional. district has only one vote, 
irrespective of its acreage, so a. poli­ 
tical unit should have only one 
vote, irrespective of its population.

NEW YORK— A partial 
pel ipse of the sun will sweep 
from the west across the en­ 
tire United States Sunday, 
April 7. 
For nearly all the country, it will 
be a partial eclipse, but for a 150- 
mile-wide strip from Del Rio. Texas, 
to Jacksonville. Fla.. the spectacle 
will be a rare annular—or r i n g - 
eclipse. 
In the area of the annular eclipse, 
there will seem to he a narrow ring 
of fire around the moon. This will 
be a thin rim of the iun. visible 
there because the moon will be an 
far from the earth its face will not 
completely hide the sun. 
The Negative Shadow 
The moon will blot out 93 per 
cent of the sun's diameter, which 
means it will cover ail but 14 per 
cent of the sun's area.

Some charac- 
ter and Intelligence tests must be 
discovered and applied to separate 
the "fit" from the "unfit" when 
it come* to voting. 


My mail i* crammed -with-letters 


suggesting that people on relief 
(hould not be allowed to vote while 
on relief. Some good citizens be- 
lieve that Government employees 
should not vote. Others even go so 
far as to «ay that only those who 
work either as wage workers or 
employers should vote. They point 
cut that the Constitution prohibits 
the residents of the 
District 
of 


Columbia from voting. As I travel 
about the country. I find a strong 
and growing feeling on this franch- 
ise question. More and more people 
believe that unemployment will be 
solved only as it becomes a dis- 
grace not to work in some capacity. 


One Vote Per City 


1 can't go so far as to believe we 


should disfranchise anyone. But, I 
do believe that we must adopt the 
Unit Voting System on state and 
national 
matters. 
Each 
citizen 


should directly vote for the offici- 
al! of his own town or city as he 
doe* now. In state and 
national 


elections, he- -ever, a city or town 
•nould have only one vote. AS a 
man has only one vote Irrespec- 
tive of his wealth, as « Congress- 
ional district ha* only one vote, 
irrespective of it* acreage, *o a poli- 
tical unit should have only one 
vote, irrespective of It* population. 
By giving city 
voter* freedom 


from state interference in running 
their 
own 
affairs, 
they 
would 


quickly agree to *uch a constitu- 
tional amendment. 


Another plan and one which 1* 


ereating much interest in South- 
ern California—our national poli- 
tical laboratory—1* the Double Vot- 
ing System. Thl* gives one vote to 
every citizen over 
21 and 
two 


vote* to all citizens who pay taxes. 
Thl* nei»- plan is being pushed hard 
by conservative elements in thos« 
•tales suffering from "Ham and 
Xggs" and similar 
economic 
dis- 


ease*. Without doubt, this plan has 
merits if it can legally be put into 
effect 


Kellglons Test Proposed 


There are other Ideas today. Yes- 


terday, a letter came to me from 
a group of ministers suggesting a 
•ort of rellglou* test for the vot- 
ing privilege. Their plan Is wholly 
undenominational. Protestants, Ca- 
tholics, and Hebrews—all would get 
the vote if they were members of 
the church. Yet, in the same mall I 
received a letter from a candidate 
for governor of a near-by 
state 


which show clearly that a church 
membership test for the vote would 
not necessarily solve our troubles. 


This candidate promises $3 auto- 


mobile license tags, $40 monthly to 
the aged, free medical aid, no toll 
roads nor toll bridges, protection 
for small business men "now los- 
ing money," higher wages and low- 
er prices! Among his 
"qualifica- 


tions" lor being governor, this man 
says he Is "an active member of 
the Methodist Church." With due 
respect to methodlsm, certainly this 
man's religion does not prevent him 
from making promises which he 
knows that he cannot fulfill! 


No "Church Front" 


In this connection, let me say 


that methodlsm, as a whole, pres- 
ent* a sorry picture at elections. On 
the first Sunday of November. 1940,

Ring Eclipse Of Sun Visible In Valley Today; 


Will Show Moon In A Ring Of Fire At About 3:30 


150-Mile Belt To See 


Spectacle; Shadow 


Hits All U.S.

NEW YORK—A partial 


eclipse of the sun will sweep 
from the west across the en- 
tire United States Sunday, 
April 7. 


For nearly all the country, it will 


be a partial eclipse, but for a 150- 
mlle-wlde strip from Del Rio. Texas, 
to Jacksonville, Flu,, the spectacle 
will be « rare annular—or ring— 
eclipse.' 
In the area of the annular eclipse, 


there will seem to be a narrow ring 
of fire around the moon. This will 
be a thin rim of the sun. visible 
there because the-moon will be so 
far from the earth its face will not 
completely hide the sun. 


The Negative Shadow 


The moon will blot out 93 per 


cent of the sun's diameter, which 
means it will cover all but 14 per 
cent of the sun's area. 
The shadow that passes over the 


earth will be real enough, but won't 
actually 
be the black cone 
o( 


shadow that streams from the side 
of the moon opposite the sun. It 
will be the hour-glass extension of 
that black cone, known to astron- 
omers »s the negative shadow, 


Under the ring shaped central 


path the sun will give about twice 
the light of the full moon. 
The 


sight will last five to six minutes. 
During that time smoked glasses 
may let the spectator look direct- 
y at vast tongues of flame shoot- 
ng thousands of miles above the 
sun's edge. Screened cameras will 
>e able to photograph the mile- 
ilgh mountains on the edge of the 
moon.

television scanning to reveal what 
is ordinarily invisible in the glare 
around the edge of the sun. 


The instrument will show the 


sun's corona, which will not be 
visible to the eye or to cameras, 
The scanner converts the light 
around the sun's edge Into elec- 
tricity and, oddly, makes two kinds 
of current, direct and alternating. 


1.800 Miles An Hour 


The alternating light comes from 


the invisible corona, a pearly struc- 
ture of streamers like « million- 
mile wide collar around the sun. 
The coronavisor converts the alter- 
nating current back into light, and 
thereby has an image of the corona. 
This will be the instrument's first 
use in an eclipse. Observations will 
be mads at the McDonald observa- 


tory, Ml Locke, Tex., * few miles 
north of the ring path. 


The eclipse will come from the 


west, striking the Pacific coast 
shortly before noon, and traveling 
1,500 miles, an hour, will end on 
the Atlantic coast a little before « 
p.m. standard tim-. 


There's one more point about this 


eclipse—it will start the day before 
it finishei. 
That's 
because the 


shadow will first strike the globe 
* little west of the International 
Date line, in the Pacific, where it 
will be April 8. When the shadow 
crosses that line, it will be April 7.

Diagram shows difference between an ordinary and 
an annular eclipse. In ordinary eclipse, points within 


the dark cone of the moon's shadow would be totally 
eclipsed. In annular eclipse, points such as A, in the 
moon's shadow, can see points A and B on the sun's rim, 
but cannot see the central area of the sun, as at C. What 
they see is a ring1, or annulus, of light. Other points, such 
as P, miss the ring because they can see A and C on sun, 


while B is obscured. So, at P, eclipse is partial.
